The Children of ‘Edward Petty Appeal 
to the Courts. 


CITY PROPERTY IS AT STAKE 


An Interesting Question Was Sprung 
in the Superior Court Yesterday 
3 Morning. 


An interesting case is now pending in the 
civil branch of the superior court in which 
the interests of several minor children are 


invoived. 
Several weeks ago the minor children of 


Edward Petty, deceased, filed a petition in 
regard to certain interests which they held 
in a piece of property on Summit avenue, 
claiming that deeds had been made in error 
to parties other than themselves, and who 


are now in possession. 

The suit was filed by Attorneys W. H, 
& KE. R. Black, representing Anne Petty, 
Foster Petty, Ed Petty, Jr., Matilda Petty 
and Annie Petty, who claim ‘to ‘be the only 
legal heirs of Edward Petty, whose death 
occurred several years ago. The petition 
alleges that the property is now in the 
possession of H. T. Inman, A. M. Rein- 
hardt and L. W. Wimby, Who have col- 
lected the annual rents of the property for 
some time, 

The petitioners claim that Edward Petty, 
at the time of his death, held a bond for 
title from Annie Ford, on which he had, 
with the aid of the petitioners, paid the 
sum of $175, the amount stated in the bond 


for title being $600. 

It is alleged that at the time of the 
death of Edward Petty, Eliza Petty, a 
woman claiming to be the wife of Petty, 
agreed with Annie Ford to convey to her 
one-half of the property if Annie Ford 
would convey the south half to her. It 
is also claimed that Petty’s first wife was 
‘then living and is now still alive and that 
there has never been any legal separation 
between her and her husband. 

It was brought out in the trial yesterday 
that Eliza Petty did not Know that Petty 
had a living wife, but married him in good 
faith, believing that he was not married at 
the time. The evidence developed that 
she married him, believing that she had a 
perfect right to do so and Knew nothing of 
the first wife. 

The petitioners agreed to tender to the 
maker of the bond for title the sum of 
$425, which is the balance that has never 
been paid on the original deal. This money 
was tendered yesterday in court, with le- 
gal interest, which has accrued on the 
amount since it was past due. 

The bond for title is not defended by An- 
nie Ford, but by H. T. Inman, A, M. Rein- 
hardt and L. W. Wimby. The case will 
probably be concluded today and a verdict 
will be reached by the jury. 

The object of the suit is to compel Annie 
Ford, the maker of the bond, to carry out 
the terms of the contract on the payment 
of thie remaini::g balance by the heirs. It 
is also asked that the possession of the 
other parties to the property be set aside, 
as it is claimed to be a cloud upon the 
title to the land. It is asked, too, that 
the property be conveyed to the heirs un- 
der the original bond for title which was 
made by Annie Ford to Edward Petty be- 
fore his death. 

The suit was originally brought against 


L. W. Wimby, but the petitioners claimed 


that he had sold the property to his wife

PURPOSE OF THEOSOPHY. 


Mr. Harding Lectured Again Last 
Night. 

Last night Mr. Burcham Harding de- 
livered another lecture on theosophy in 
Atlanta. The subject last night was ‘“‘The 
Purpose of Theosophy.’

No other solution can be per- 
manent, for the laws of causation, and 
that the unit is subservient to the whole 
are foundation stones in nature. Any at- 
tempt to build on other methods will sure- 
ly end in disaster. The purpose of the 
theosophical society is to spread a knowl- 
edge of this philosophy, that we may have 
a clear guide as to the ight aim of life, 
and know what steps are necessary to at- 
tain it:’’
